Manila, March 2»>.— According to ad­ 
vices received during tile day the re­ 
cent fight ai Magtaon, Samar, between 
the const! biliary and P u l a j a n e s . was 
Hie r em it of treachery on the part of 
the natives. 
Thirty 
P ulajanes were 
killed and sixteen of the constabulary 
were killed or wounded. 
A dispatch received 
from Captain 
Jones cl tho constabulary at Magtaon 
sa y s that on March 23 Governor Cur­ 
ry, Judge Lobinger and Superintendent 
of Schools Hoover arrived there and 
camped o v er night near tho Pulajanes. 
The presence of the otiieials was made 
known to the rebellious nativ es and 
their leader announced that he would 
surrender the next day. 
As a remit 
of this promise, 
the Americans 
r e ­ 
turned to Hie town 
of Magtaon, ac 
com pa nit d by Colonel Augilar, another 
Tule ane cai el.
